LONDON’ STOCK MARKET FEATURES. 


GROWTH OF CONFIDENCE. 


The relative quietude of gilt-edged securi- 
ties is not surprising, in view of the out- 
burst of activity in the more speculative de- 
partments, A continuance of present. condi- 
tions may be expected until after the turn 
of the month, by which time more may be 
known of the Government’s intentions with 
respect to the 44 per Cent. Treasury Bonds 
and 44 per Cent. War Loan to be repaid on 
December Ist, on which date also the un-

converted balance of the 5 per Cent. War 
Loan will also be redeemed, There is a fair 
investment demand for Australian Govern- 
meat Loans, encouraged by the improvement 
in the economic position of the Common- 
wealth, and this augurs well for the success

£13,000,000 of New South Wales debt. The 
terms of this operation will be awaited with 
considerable interest as an indication of the 
basis upon which Australian Loans should 
be valued. At presont those still in the 
trustee group give a return of rather less 
than 5 per cent., prices in several cases 
having doubled within the past twelve 
months. 


THE RECOVERY IN HOME RAILS. 


An obvious commentary upon the recent 
tharp rise in Home Railway Ordinary stocks 
is that, if the movement is justified, a higher 
range of values should obtain for some of 
the junior preferences and even certain de- 
benture issues. London Midland and Scot- 
tish Ordinary has risen from this year’s 
lowest of 98, a price relating to £100 nominal 
oi stock, to nearly 17. The obvious reason 
for such a recovery is a stronger belief that 
in time it will be possible to pay some divi- 
dend on this security. If this belief is at all 
warranted, the 4 per cent. senior preference 
should not stand at about only, or the 
4 per cent. 1923 issue at only 24, while the 
5 per cent. Preference, redeemable 1955, 
should command a better price than about 
50 per cent. discount. 


EXCEPTIONAL RETURNS. 

gó gee differently, the prospective yield 
should not be as much as r cent. 
Similarly, Southern 5 per cent. Preference 
should he quoted at a better level than one 
giving a return of 81-3 per cent. There is 
scope for improvement also in London and 
North-Eastern 4 per cent. Ist and 2nd Gua 
ranteed Stocks, the former being quoted on a 
yield basis of fully 6; per cent. and the datter 
at a figure returning nearly 8 r cent. 
What applies to these Home. Railway pre- 
ferences applies also to most of the prior 
charges of the Argentine companies, where 
prices have suffered a very severe deprecia- 
tion. For example, the various debenture 
issues of the B.A. and Pacific Company stand 
at figures giving yields ranging from 64 per 
cent. on the 4 per cent. senior stock to 19 
per cent. on the 5 per cent.

The similar securities of the B.A. Great 
Southern, the B.A. Western and Central 
Argentine are not so heavily depreciated. 
Whether the recent recovery in the Ordiriary 
stocks is justified cannot be determined, 
though it is hoped that the improvement in 
the country’s economic position that will 
result from the recovery in cereal prices will 
mean a better market for Argentine Rails in 
the future, especially if the exchange situa- 
tion should become less abnérmal. 


TRANSATLANTIC ISSUES. 


A very big business is being transacted 
at present in London in the active dollar 
shares, and already some operators have 
made handsome profits. This department is 
very tempting to speculators, for in times 
of activity prices move very quickly, though 
the circumstance may also mean that fn 'g 
stantial losses are incurre.!. London profes- 
sionals are shrewd enough to sée that the 
recovery in Wall street is more than a flash 
in the pan. They may not really believe 
that business conditions in the States have 
‘mproved sufficiently to justify substantially 
higher prices for these shares, but they buy 
in the belief that the revival of bull specula- 
tion will curry prices up considerably, per- 
haps, irrespective of intrinsic merits. Barring 
untoward developments, the chances are that 
they will prove to be right. 


A SPECULATIVE REVIVAL. 


New York has started what appears to 
be a speculative revival in the world’s 
markets, a movement that embraces com- 
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modity prices and Stock Exchange securities, 
and very largely the development represents 
a natural swing back from a condition of 
weakness which, perhaps, was not quite war- 
ranted. Wall street during the late period 
ot depression became quite pessimistic, if not 
panicky. It is to lhe hoped that in the pre- 
sent movement speculators will not go to 
the other extreme, in which connection last 
week's check to the rise, brought about by 
the break in cotton, was welcomed by the 
more cautious market observers. 


CONFIDENCE OF CAPITALISTS. 

An important effect of the revival of con- 
fidence, of which the rising tendency of 
prices is a symptom, is that big capitalists 
are encouraged to operate more freely. The 
indication that the worst of the depression 
has been witnessed will induce finance under- 
takings and investment trusts to enter the 
market and acquire securities before prices 
rise further, assuming, that is, that they have 
the necessary funds for the purpose. Some- 
what similarly, the South African finance 
houses have recently bought large lines of 
Mining shares, and such buying, together 
with purchases by Paris and Johannesburg, 
have had a pronounced effect upon that 
market. 


KAFFIRS. 

Various Transvaal Gold shares can still 
be bought to give an excellent return, while 
in some other cases there is the SEN vies 
of favourable developments that will enhance 
share values. Meanwhile, the leading com- 
panies are announcing record profits, and 
they are able to reduce working costs, thus 
pointing to the possibility, if not probability, 
of an increase in dividends. e upward 
movement has been assisted by rumours that 
South Africa will abandon the gold standard, 
though not many people are prepared to indi- 
cate the probable extent to which such a 
development would affect share values. Ap- 
wah , it would benefit the country’s trade 
sition generally rather than its principal 
industry. 


MONETARY POLICY. 

The intermittent criticism of the monetary 
policy of the Bank of England is to be re- 
gretted, especially as it is not well-founded. 
In certain quarters there is a demand for 
increased credit facilities, because{pf the be- 
lief that in this way commodity prices would 
be advanced and the country’s trade im- 
proved, At least, one of the lindian banks, 
as well as the Committee of the Ottawa Con- 
ference and the Financial Committee of the 


League of Nations, have pointed out that the 


general price level cannot be influenced by 
monetary action alone. Further, there is no 
lack of credit for trade purposes. Lioyd’s 
Bank recently stated that, on the basis of 
the present level of bank advances and bank 
deposits, the banks could lend another 
£100,000,000 if necessary without weakening 
their position. There is more force in the 
statement that the banks still charge 5 per 
cent. for overdrafts at a time when they 
allow 4 per cent. only for deposits in the 
Metropolitan area. he banks, of course. 
as much as any other section of the com- 
munity, want an improvement in trade, and 
they are not likely to adopt measures that 
would retard a recovery. What is almost as 
important for industrial undertakings 1s a 
reduction of taxation, which would permit of 
lower production costs. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

There is no reason why the firmness of 
Industrial, Transatlantic and Gold Mining 
shares, to mention only a few of last week's 
rominent groups, should not continue. 

here is no chance of dearer money for a con- 
siderable time to come, and attention is not 
likely to be diverted yet by new capital 
issues, apart from the New South Wales re- 
funding scheme mentioned above. Whether 
the general public has greatly increased its 
interest in dollar shares, mines, oils and 
rubbers it is impossible to say. Frequently, 
it is taunted with buying at the top and 
selling at the hottom, but it may be suggested 
that in recent years some valuable lessons 
have been learned in regard to speculation 
and other matters, and that the general 
knowledge of markets is much greater now 
than it was before the war. A further re- 
covery in both home and Argentine Rails 
seems likely, and the movement may extend 
to Chihan, Uruguayan and Cuban issues. In 
most directions, there is a scarcity of stock, 
and in a rising market the bears are not en- 
couraged to act (unless they wish to lose 
money), while the real holders, who bought 
much higher up, are not disposed to sell on 
the indications of a revival of speculative 
activity.

PLENTY OF MONEY FOR TRADE. 

The City Editor of the Evening Standard 
writes:—Eyery hour City people are asking 
whether we can trust the upward movement 
in Commodity and Stock Markets. Will it 
reach a halt very shortly and be followed by 
another period of hesitation and decline? The 
questions are too prudent. So long as the 
financial centre of Britain treads so gingerly 
there is danger of relapse. The function of 
the City in a time like the present should be 
to send a vigorous current of faith and 
optimism throughout the business of the 
country. The basis of trade recovery has been 
laid in the! past two years of trial and depres- 
sion. ag stocks of commodities, with the 
exception of rubber and one or two minor raw 
materials, are less than they were in the 
middle of 1931. They are daily decreasing now 
because of ‘the new demand which sprang up a 
few weeks ago. In the next few months these 
visible supphes should show considerable re- 
ductiors. Confidence in the “turn of the 
tide '” is very strong in America and on the 
Continent of Europe. Why then should 
British people doubt recovery when foreign 
countries are growing optimistic? Are we 
not at least as well organised for recovery 
as France and Germany or even America? 
There is no question that this country has 
now every requisite for creating new prosperity. 
Money there is in abundance if only it is, 
used. Bank deposits, for instance, are now 
higher than ever, even than they were at the 
same period of 1921, when the war time in- 
cvease has not been reduced by deflation.

IMPROVEMENT IN PROVISION 
TRADE

(From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


A welcome improvement is noticeable in 
most departments of the provision trade 
during the past week, and quotations, with 
one or two exceptions of a minor character, 
are steady to firm. The unsettled state of 
the cotton industry, however, is having a 
very restraining effect on business generally, 
and it is sincerely hoped in all quarters that 
the intervention by the Government will be 
followed by a speedy settlement. Killings 
of bacon pigs on the Continent during the 
past week have been on a mach larger scale, 
the total being 184,673, or an increase of 
8981. Those in Denmark totalled 121,323 
(inctease £,298), Swedish 7,509 (decrease 
149), Holland 25,001 (increase 3,902), Poland 
25, 230 (decrease 1,000), Lithuania 5,510 (in- 
erease 930). Offerings of Irish bacon -soa- 
tinue very light, and a very good clearance 
of all Continental cures has been effected. 
The market rules very firm in consequence, 
and at the weekly meeting of the local Bacon 
Committee it was decided to leave all cures 
unaltered ia price. 


BUTTER FIRM. 

The Darish official quotation for butter 
has been wired or and ‘‘top”’ 
again stands at 192 kroner per 
100 kilos; at the Ep “thrian period of last 
year the figure was 212 kroner and in 1930 
542 kroner. The market continues firm for 
both Continental and Colonial makes, and 
spot supplies of Irish creameries are now 

most negligible. The seasonal decline in 
production is now in evidence in most Euro- 
pean countries, and there appears to be little 
prospect of any giving way in prices in the 
near future. In fact, so far as Danish is 


concerned, there is every probability that 


smaller quantities wil! be received, as the re- 
strictions in Germany against imports of 
butter from Denmark have been modified, 
and Belgium may soon take similar steps. 
The Australian market of late has been some- 
what Mesppointing, there being a wide 
margin hetween the best grade of New 
Zealand and Australian. This movement was 
not expected to last long, and last week the 
divergency in quotations between the two 
descriptions was somewhat modified. It will 
not be surprising if the firmer movement 
which has developed recently for Australian 
salted butter becomes more marked. Siberian 
and butter from the Baltic States, although 
not much in evidence in this centre, except 
for confectionery purposes, which have 
offered at comparatively low figures as com-

NATIONAL MINORITIES. 

A warning te peoples who had 
oppressed not to become oppressors them- 
selves whe they secured rational sghts was 
| given by Mr. Ilewellyn Jones in the course 
of his paper on Minorities, which was 
delivered, with Dé. Douglas Hyde, of Dublin. 
in the chair. 

in stressing the importance to the various 
Celtic peoples of the problem of protection of 
national minority groups of Central and 
Eastern Europe, Mr. Jones remarked that 
possibly some . of. the Celtic nations. had 
already in certain directions embarked on 
lines of action which might advantageously 
be followed in other parts of Europe, Un. 
fortunately, there was ample evidence that 
treaty obligations entered into by 
some States of Eastern Europa as 
to treatment of their minority groups 
wer: being deliberately violated. ‘Cruel 
and oppressive methods were resorted to to 
crush out national sentiment and aspirations. 
The machinery for the protection, of “these 
oppressed groups was imperfect and in- 
| adequate. 

The object of demanding that a state 
should treat’ justly and humanely any sec- 
tion of its citizens which differed in ideals, 
traditions and language from the paramount 
majority was not to render possible. the 
absorption ot the minority, or the substitu- 
tion of a new method for the old policy of 
oppression and _ persecution which failed 
ignominiously, as could be seen from the 
history of Wales and Ireland. The object 
was to secure permanence of the group. and 
continuance of national individuality. It 
followed that these groups would claim the 
right to use their own language in their 
educational institutions, pablic administra- 
tion and law courts. 


DANGER OF OPPRESSION. 

Going on to speak of the duties which were 
correlative with the rights of nationalities, 
he referred to the illustrations which recent 
history had afforded of the danger that small 
national groups, formerly oppressed, might 
themselves become oppressive, and said that 
as in Wales, where in process of time two 
peoples had come to'live side by side, it 
was essential that no attempt should be made 
by one group to deprive the other of those 
elementary rights to whi-h they themselves 
had laid claim. There must be no recrimina- 
tions for what had happened in the past. The 
members of each group should contribute 
their due share to the civic and national life 

Mr, Percy Kelly, Isle of Man, stressed the 
possibility of minorities conquering them.

THE LYTTON REPORT. 


OFFICIAL SUMMARY SENT 
TO EUROPE, 
From Revrer’s COnRRESPONDENT,. 


SINGAPORE, Sunday. 

The Earl of Lytton, Chairman of the 
Í League Commission on Manchuria, told 
| Pressmen when his liner arrived here 
\ to-day en route for Europe that the 
Lytton Report should arrive m Geneva on 
| September 25th. 

rd Lytton refused to comment on the 
report. He added that Japan’s request 
to consider the report before it was pub- 
lished would have to be considertd by the 
League Council, who were alone able to 
decide the matter. 

An official summary cf the report, states 
the Diplomatic Correspondent of The 
Observer, has reached Europe, which 
clarifies the essential points both in the 
findings and in the recommendations of 
the Lytton Commission. That summary 
itself is not being officially disclosed by 
any Government, but I have reason (he 
says) to believe that its main substance 
is as follows:—

INQUIRIES INTO NEW YORK 
FERRY EXPLOSION, 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Saturday. 


Four persons in all—Mr. Forsythe, the 
owner of the ferry boat Observation, 
which blew up in the East River; two 
firemen, and a deck hand—have been 
held by the police as material witnesses in 
the inquiry into the cause of the ex- 
plosion. 

An inspector of the United States 
Bureau of Navigation hinted this evening 
that there was reason to believe dynamite 
might have been the cause of the ex- 
plosion. 

Three separate inquiries are under way 
here to fix the responsibility. The latest 
casualty figures are 39 killed and 58 
injured. Many of the injured are in a 
critical condition, and, in addition, several 
passengers are ‘‘ missing,” 

Most of the survivors are positive in 
their belief that the 24 years’ old boilers 
of the vessel are to blame for the accident. 

The Observation was built in 1888, the 
boilers being replaced in 1906. They were 
in good condition on April 28th last, the 
‘last time an inspection was made, and also 
on July 2nd, when the certification of the 
ferry was reckoned. The Federal exami- 
nation is of a criminal nature. 

The boat blew up while carrying 200 
ironworkers to Rikers Island, in the East 
River, where they were engaged in build- 
ing a penitentiary. The vessel sank imme- 
diately after the explosion, , 

Efforts are being made to raise the 
boilers from the bed of the river. 

In addition to the Federal inquiry, there 
are to be inquiries by the county and 
municipal police authorities; The Iron- 
workers’ Union has also announced that 
it has opened an investigation on its own 
account. 

The Ironworkers’ Union alleges that the 
vessel chartered by the city as a ferry was 
““unseaworthy and under-manned,” and 
they claim that, in consequence of 
remonstrances, the numbers carried on 
each trip were cut down.

I always sold the 
same kind for years past in June for £12 
and sometimes £13. This week, if I could 
find a buyer at ail, £7 10s. or £8 would 
be about the price I could get in a very 
small fair of store cattle, with fewer buyers. 
I always, up to now, sold on the land to 
the mutual satisfaction of myself and the 
buyer, but my cistomers could not bid me 
this year at all. Í am sorry now I did not 
try to sell them this week, because there 


} will be ever so Many more coming to be sold 


next month. One cattle dealer said to me 

that he expected to be able to kick them 
before him for the rest of the year. 

In the face of this, if I have to pay the

CELEBRATIONS TO BE HELD 
IN DROGHEDA. 


The Very Rev. Canon Scannell, D.D., 
President, St. Finbarr’s College, Cork, in a 
broadcast talk from the Dublin and Cork 
stations on Saturday night, spoke of the life 
of the ‘Venerable Oliver Plunket. He traced 
his life from early boyhood in Co. Meath in 
1629 until he was appointed to the Primatial 
See of Armagh in 1669. When the storm of 
persecution burst again on the Catholic 
Church, Dr. Plunket refused to forsake his 
folk, and he endured many hardships to be 
among them. After his arrest and detention 
in Dublin Castle, he was sentenced to death 
and was hanged at Tyburn on July Lith, 


1681. 

“Dr. Plunket’s was the brightest name 
throughout the whole peri of Irish 
persecution,’’ said Canon Scannell. ‘* His 
remains, which were interred in Germany. for 
a period of two hundred years, were traus- 
ferred to Downside,’ England, - — His head 
since 1722 has been preserved in Drogheda.’’ 

Canon Scannell then talked of the Oliver 
Plunket Society, whose annual meeting will 
be held at Drogheda, beginning on Tuesday. 
His Eminence Cardinal MacRory will be 

resent. Pontificial Mass will be celebrated 

y the most Rev. Dr. MacNeely, Bishop of 
Rephoe, and the sermon preached by the 
Very Rev. Dr. Ryan, Queen’s University, 
Belfast. The Apostolic Nuncio will visit

Mass and sermon. 


POPPY DAY APPEAL. 


INCREASED SALES NEEDED. 

A total of £574,675 was received in the 
Poppy Day collections for Earl Haig’s British 
Legion.Appeal Fund last year, states the re- 
port just issued.. This was somewhat less 
than the amount réceived in the previous 
year, but it is considered that, in view of 
the prevailing economic conditions, the 
difference was comparatively small. 

In making the appeal for support for the 
Fund this year it is pointed out that in the 
early part of this year a fire occurred at the 
British Legion Poppy Warekouse, involving 
the loss of some twenty million poppies which 
had been made in readiness for the 1932 
appeal. Fortunately, this stock was insured, 
but to get new stock ready in time ninety 
additional disabled ex-Service men have had 
to be engaged, and overtime is being worked 
continuously at the poppy factory. Conse- 
quently the Legion has to face increased costs 
of production, 

In view of the continued financial depres- 
sion and-the great wave of unemployment, it 
is of the utmost importance that Poppy Day 
this year should reach a new “‘ record,’’ and 
the Legion is confident that the public will 
respond to the appeal even more generously 
than before, and so help the work for those 
who suffered in the Great. War, their depend- 
ants, and the widows and children of the men 
who fell. 


THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


The President of the Church, the Rev. J. A. 
Duke, B.A., has just paid an official visit to 
Ardara, one of the outposts of the Church in 
Co. Donegal. It is exactly one hundred years 
since the present Methodist church was built 
there, and at the Service conducted by the 
President the building was crowded. Friends 
came from far and near to rejoice with the 
local congregution.

Church Architécture. 


It is interesting to learn that the re- 
building of the devastated areas in France 
has led to a renaissance of ecclesiastical 
architecture in that country. Most of 
the new French churches—of which more 
than sixty are under construction—are 
being built of concrete, and the general 
result is said to be highly successful. 
Whether concrete ever will supplant stone 
as the material of Irish churches is a 
matter for doubt; it is hardly probable 
country where stone. exists so 
abundantly. Yet, whatever the medium 
may be, we hope that the excellent 
example which has been set here during 
recent years will not be disregarded in 
the future. This century has witnessed 
a notable renaissance Of. ecclesiastical 
architecture in Ireland. Clergy and 
people alike are in revolt against the 
slapdash methods of last century, when 
ecclesiastical art in Ireland was suffered 
to follow fashions completely unsuited to 
the genius of the country. To-day Irish 
architects have set their feet upon a new 
path. They have taken as a basis for 
their designs the fine architecture that 
lent distinction to Ireland six centuries 
ago, and they have accommodated it to | 
modern needs.

Their amphibian ‘plane made a 
forced landing yesterday afternoon at 4.10 
p.m. in the sea near the Greenland coast, 
and when a British trawler arrived four 
hours later at the spot indicated in the 
Hutchinsons’ 8.0.8, no trace of the machine 
could be found. 

They were flying from Julianhaab 
(Greenland) to Angmagsalik, and it was 
at Angmagsalik that their 8.0.8. war 
picked up. 

The Aberdeen trawler Lord Talbot, 
which was near. sped off immediately to 
the rescue, and until 5.23 she had wireless 
contact with the Hutchinsons; but after 
that time no answer to their messages was 
received. | ' 

After failing to find the machine at 
the position named the Lord Talbot con- 
tinued her search southwards, 

Every effort is being made by the Danish 
colony at Angmagsalik to succour tlie 
‘Flying Family,” whose position is 
apparently about thirty mites south-west 
of Angmagsalik and within a few miles of 
the. coast. 

Two Danish inspection ships are at 
present off the western coast. but they are 
too far away to be able to render any 
immediate assistance. 

The Greenland administration is at- 
tempting to establish communication with 
the famous Norwegian explorer, Knud 
Rasmussen, who is known to be in Green- 
land waters at the moment.

HE German Foreign Minister has now

RIGHT OF DEFENCE. 


k TO GERMANY. . 


From REUTER'S CORLESPONDENT. 
BUENOS AIRES, Sunday. 


HE extraordinary situation which has 
arisen on the Gran Chaco front, 
owing to the announcement by both sides 
of a “victory ” which has left them in 
undisputed possession of Fort Boqueron, 
continues. Ín both . capitals the over- 
whelming ‘‘defeat’’ of the enemy is 
heing celebrated with great rejoicing, and 
messages of congratulation have been sent 
to the respective armies. 

The first despatches to arrive in Asun- 
eion froin the front describe chow the fort 
was captured by the Paraguayans after 
a terrible hand-to-hand struggle in the 
darkness of the night in the heart of the 
Chaco forest. 

The Paraguayans, it is stated, advanced 
in open order against the Bolivians, but 
after the first shots had been fired by the 
defenders they rushed forward—though 
still without firing. Deaf to the orders of 
their officers, and cheering in the Guarani 
language, they attacked the defenders 
with their bayonets. 

A bloodthirsty struggle ensued. All 
night the battle raged between confused 
masses of troops, the rattle of machine- 
guns adding to the horror. 


FIGHTING CONTINUED. 


The Bolivian Fourth Division, it is 
claimed, was routed, and some _ 1,200 
prisoners were captured, together with 
eleven guns. An _ official communiqué 
from Asuncion states that fighting con- 
tinues in the forest around the fort, 

Immediately the news of the “ victory ”’ 
was received in the Paraguayan capital 
the Government sent official messages of 
congratulation to the troops, and. the 
population of the city went wild with joy. 

Meanwhile, equally delirious demonstra- 
tions have been taking place in La Paz, 
where it is asserted that the victorious 
Bolivians have routed the Paraguayan at- 
tackers, inflicting considerable losses and 
retaining possession of Fort Boqueron. 

The Fourth Bolivian Army is continuing 
the pursuit of the enemy, according to re- 
ports from La Paz, and it is added that 
the enemy is beating a retreat from the 
neighbourhood of Poi Island, having lost 
many killed. 

Moreover, it is stated that the Para- 
guayans also attacked in the Agua Rica 
district -with three armies, but were re-

POWERS OF THE UPPER 
CHAMBER. 

From Revtrer's CORRESPONDENT. 


SYDNEY, Sunday. 

The long-mooted reform of the New 
South Wales Legislative Council (Upper 
House) is provided for in a bill of which 
particulars are announced to-day. 

The bill is based on the recommenda- 
tions of the Pryce Conf+rence-in 1917 for 
the reform of the House ot Lords. 

It provides for a Ghamber of sixty 
members, elected by the sitting members 
of both Houses of Parliament under pro- 
portional representation. The Council is 
at present nominated. 

New members will be elected in four 
batches of fifteen each, the batches retir- 
ing in rotation every three years. 

In order to prevent deadlocks, it is pro- 
vided that if the Council fails to pass an 
appropriation bill it will be presented to 
the Governor for his assent after a month. 
If the Council disagrees over other bills 
they cannot be enacted without a re- 
ferendum of the electors. 

A bill to abolish the Council. was 
assed by both Chambers under Mr. 
zang’s administration, but the Supreme 
Court of the State and then the Federal 
Court ruled that it could not be presented 
te the Governor for the Royal Assent 
without endorsement !y a referendum of 
the electors. An appeal was thereupon 
made to the Judicial Committee of the 
‘Privy Council, which upheld the ruling 
of the Australian Court.. |

It was not tsue that he 
went into Gilmore’s room in the hospital and 
persisted in annoying him, or tried to selze 
a book from him and prevent him from read- 
ing it, or point to parts he should read 
and parts he should not. He was eight or 
niu.e times in Gilmore’s room. He would 
ust have a look in and go out again. When 

went in first he said ‘“ good-night” to 
Gilmore, but as Gilmore did not answer him 
he «id not speak to him afterwards. 

At no time did any of the Guards assault 
Gilmore or Ryan in the hospital, and the 
Guards had no altercation or unpleasantness 
whatever with the nurse. Witness was in- 
vited to have tea in the morning, but did 
not have it. 


HALLUCINATIONS. 


‘Witness said he did not know whether it 
was the result of a compromise that the 
sergeant instructed them, after the conver- 
ation with Gilmore, to remain on the landing 
outside. 

Mr. O’Connor—And after that you went 
into Gilmore’s room ?-—Yes. 

I put it to you that your behaviour in 
Gilmore's room was so bad that he rang the 
bell violently'—No, he did not ring. 

It is all hallucination on Gilmore’s part ?— 
Yes; the bell did not ring at all that night— 
at least, I did not hear it. 

The nurse swore that she 
leave the room and you refused.

Witness, further replying, said that he had 
not taken any drink. e denied that he to'd 
the nurse that Gilmore was delirious and a 
junatic, and that she should not take any 
notice of him. He had no conversation with 
Dr. Counihan or the Superintendent when 
they arrived, and he was not brought into 
Gilmore’s room to know if Gilmore had any 
complaint to make against him. 

Mr. O’Connor—You were not brought into 
the room. The only man brought into the 
room was the man against whom Gilmore 
had nothing at all to say. Was not that a 
fice arrangement made between you ’—There 
was no such arrangement. I did not know 
anything about it until after the Superin- 
tendent left. 

Who told you then —D.-0. Hanley told 
me some days afterwards. He said that Dr. 
Counihan had made a complaint, and we 
were to be charged.

After the luncheon adjournment Guard 
Mixphy was recalled by the Tribunal. 

He stated, in reply to Major McGrath, that 
of August 14th he was off duty from 9.50 
a.m, ta 8.30 p.m. He was then on duty until 
12. at 12.5 he went home to bed and was 
called about 1 o'clock to go to Kilrush. 

D.0, James Brennan said that he had been 
almast four years in the Civic Guards. He 
cofréborated the evidence of his two com- 
panions, Detectives Hanly and Murphy. At 
the hospital he was talking for a few minutes 
to Nuree O'Connor, whom he knew. She 
introduced him to a Nurse Lowe. He was 
guarding Ryan. He only visited Gilmore 
once, at about 6 a.m. Nurse O'Connor swore 
falsely in her evidence to the Tribunal. 

Detective-Officer O'Leary said he was not in 
the kitchen of the barrack where Ryan was 
sitting after he was wounded on the 14th 
August; in fact, he was not in the uniform 
barrack at all on that day. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Had you a bomb? 

Witness—I had no bomb. I am 
man, not a soldier. 

The allegation that he had kicked a man | 
named Stephen Cotter was denied by the 
witness, 

Cross-examined, he said that in Kerry last 
year he and about twenty-five other members 
of the force were supplied with rifles, but 
that was not saying that the men in Clare 
were supplied with rifles. 

Rvan was making a great mistake about 
him unless he was confusing him with his 
namesake. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—But he identified you. 

Mr. O'’Connor--These men are telling 
deliberate lies. 

Witness—Undoubtedly.

NOT ENOUGH. 
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MR. NORTON'8 HINT TO 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
NAAS, Sunday. 


PEAKING at Naas to-day, Mr. William 
Norton, leader of the Labour Party 
in the Dail, said that the Cumann 

na nGaedheal Party, which had now under- 
taken a campaign of squealing over the 
condition of the workers, had given them 
in Kildare fifteen houses a year during their 
time office. To-day ‘they had in opera- 
tion 
been. framed. The present Government 
had given. half a million extra for old age 
pensions, a Commission. had been set: up 
in connection with widows and orphans pen- 
sions, and probably in twelve months this 
most deserving section of the community 
would be getting the same benefit as ob- 
egg in Great. Britain and Northern Ire- 
and. 


THE WHEAT SCHEME. 


Dealing with tillage, Mr. Norton said that 
there was considerably less tillage in 1932 
than in 1922 when Cumann na nGaedheal 
took office; but the big ranchers’ monopoly 
was now going to stop. He was satisfied 
that this autumn they would see put into 
vperation the best tillage scheme the coun- 
try had known. The Government had a 
comprehensive scheme for encouraging the 
growing of wheat, barley and oats. ith 
one voice England and Cumann na nGaedheal 
proclaimed that this country could not 
producé wheat. Facts, however, were facts, 
and they could not forget that in 1918 when 
England was hard up Ireland grew 130,000 
acres of wheat. This year she grew only 
26,000. What had happened the land sinée 
1918 to prevent them from growing wheat 
to-day’ ” “They rejected the preaching of 
Cumann na nGaedheal as a wicked, de- 
featist: philosophy, the object of which was 
to stampede the country into surrendering 


its rights. 
INTERLUDE ON TARIFFS. 


The Government, Mr. Norton went on, 
had endeavoured to safeguard their indus- 
tries, bat while tariffs were good as a 
means of building a. wall, they were not in 
themselves sufficiently. effective to develop 
their industrial potentialities. 

A Voice—You voted for them. 

Mr: Norton—Because I was a sensible man, 

2 Voice—Then why do you contradict your- 
self ? ' | 

Mr. Norton—I voted for tariffs because they 
are one step, but not the last step. I believed 
tariffs would be some advantage, as they 
have, but you .cannot rely completely on 
private industry to develop our resources. 


STATE DEVELOPMENT. 

“The State must ensure that our industries 
are ‘safeguarded. I believe myself that only 
by State development, of industries can we 
really do away. -with. unemployment. This 
Government should take a boli step and 
develop industries under-the auspices of the 
State.” 

He did not think that anybody was so 
stupid as to be mistaken in the present 
squealing and whining of Cumann na 
nGaedheal. Mr, FitzGerald-Kenney, an ex- 
Minister, who was distinguished for his 
melancholy speeches in the Dail, at a recent 
handpicked meeting told the people that 
the Labour Party was a most spineless, hope- 
less party. He did not know whether Mr, 
Kenney was looking at a mirror when he 
uttered those words. Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney 
and his party had not developed much spine, 
backbone or brains when negotiating their 
financial settlements with England. These 
settlements had proved Cumann na nGaedheal 
the most spineless and brainless. set where 
British interests were concetned that ever 
represented this country.

LABOUR’S NO SURRENDER. 

Just as Cumann na nGaedheal had aided 
the British in wringing an immoral Treaty 
ffom this country, to-day they were proving 
England’s best and most loyal ally by their 
miserable campaign of what ing and hysteria. 
They were hoping that by this campaign, by 
this wretched propaganda they would weaken 
the morule of the people, bring about a state 
of panic and crisis, .and intimidate Labour 
into a surrender. 

So far as Labour was concerned there would 
be no surrender in this crisis. They would 
not: be frightened or intimidated. They 
would. welcome a peaceful and honourable 
settlement, but it must be peace with honour, 
and. until such a settlement was reached 
Labour would fight, and encourage the nation 
to fight, for victory, because if the nation 
went down in this fight the Irish people 
would pay a heavy price. 


STATE OF EMERGENCY. 

He believed. that the nation would be 
rallied to win.

‘cs AM convinced that our Government 

| cannot be got to see reasoh, except 
. by pressure, and that pressure had 
got to come from farmers." 

This statement was made by Mr. Frank 
MacDermot; T.D., in a speech to about three 
thousand farmers at Mullingar yesterday. He 
also mentioned an offer which he had made 
to Président de Valera in order to bring about 
a settlement of the crisis. 

Mr. MacDermos said that this country was 
bene free to manage every detail of its 
uiternal affairs in the way it wished, and 
asked what the present struggle was for. They 
had to ask the:nselves that question in a busi- 
ness-like spirit, in order to decide whether 
the struggle was worth the sacrifices which 
they were being asked to make. The mere 
fact that a ‘'serap” was going on between 
their Governmen* and the Government of an- 
other country was, in the view of some people, 
a sufficient reason to still the voice of criticism, 
and, aceording te that view, it was the duty 
of everybody to fall in Lehind the Govern- 
ment, That theory was absolute nonsense, 
ond “unworthy of the consideration of any 
educate! man. They must pot shut their 


-eves to all that the Government was doing 


and blindly applaud them just because they 
hat a “scrap” with another Government. 

Farming, said Mr. MacDermot, was in a 
very bad way ali the world over, and there 
was no wy pretending that the Government 
was wholly to blame for it. The whole world 
was passing through an economic blizzard, 
but. it not follow that they should not 
take what rational measires they could to 
improve matters. 'f the farmers were in a 
bad way at the time of the last general elec- 
tion, they were in a fifty times worse way to- 
day, and for that he considered that the pre- 
sent Government was mainly. to blame. (Hear, 
hear.) In several other countries the tide 
had begun to turn and the farmer was getting 
better prices, but that was not so in this 
country. 

A Voice—God help us. ' 

In the year 1912, proceeded Mr. MacDermot, 
the ¢xpenditure for ‘the whole thirty-two 
counties was only in the neighbourhood of 
£12,000,000. Last February, under the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Government the ex- 
penditure for the twenty-six countries was 
something like £23,000,000.. The Fianna Fail 
Party promised to reduce’ that sum by 
£2,000,000, but. instead they had increased it 
by about £4,000,000, and now the expendi- 
ture for the twenty-six counties was about 
£27,000,000, with a rising tendency, Large 
quantities of capital had left the country, 
which was starved for want. of it. As for 
unemployment: one of its main causes every- 


ment could take the place of private em- 
ployers, and these would not give employ- 
ment if all their earnings were taken away 
in taxation, and they would not have the 
heart to start new. industries if they knew 
that the Government would take most of the 
profits, whilst if their enterprise failed they 
themselves would have to bear the loss. 

“My first complaint from a purely 
economic point of view against the Govern- 
ment,’’ said Mr. MacDermot, ‘is that thev 
have failed to carry out their promises, or 
to make even a beginning in carrying out 
their promises, to promote economy in this 
country. 

“The second complaint I have against the 
Government,” remarked the speaker, ‘‘ from 
the farmers’ point of view, is the way in 
Which they have gone in for a policy of 
wholesale tariffs.’" He was not a doginatic 
free trader, but the establishment of industries 
by means of tariffs was necessarily an ex- 
ot business, and the expense had to. be 

rne by existing industries—most of all by 
farming. 

In clapping on all these very high tariffs 
at a moment's notice the Government had 
imposed a burden on the farmers, which even 
at the best of times they ought not to be 
esked to bear, :

Assuming, for purposes of argument, that 
the Government’s case for the retention of 
the annuities was a good. one, he complained 
of the way in which they had handled their 
case. Britain offered arbitration. 
condition that the British made was that the 
Chairman of the Arbitration ‘fribunal should 
come from inside the Commonwealth. ‘I'here 
was no reason to believe that an Jrishman 
who had won distinction in some part of the 
Commonwealth would not be a fair chairman. 
The Government, he — submitted, knew 
perfectly well that they could have a fair 
arbitration to-morrow if they wanted it, It 
was the farmers’ duty to press them to accept 
arbitration and to get the tariffs removed at 
the earliest moment. (Applause. ) 


WILLING TO GO. TO 
LONDON, 


AN OFFER TO MR. DE VALERA. 


Proceeding. Mr. McDermot said that he 
wrote six weeks ago to President de Valera, 
and said that while há [Mr. McDermott) 
personally thought that, 4 Commonwealth 
chairman ought to be accepted he was willing 
to go to England and to argue with those 
members of the British Parliament and 
Government whom he knew to get them to 
accept a non-Commonwealth chairman, pro- 
vided that President de Valera would enable 
him te say that the Saorstat’s two repre- 
sentatives would be chosen from amongst 
the irish people, and not from some foreign 
country. 

“I could not,” said Mr, MceDermot, “ get 
even that assurance.’’ He was convinced that 
the Government could not be got to see reason 
m this matter except by pressure, and that 
pressure had got to come from the farmers, 
and they would be much better occupied in 
applying that pressure than in passing reso- 
lutions saying that they stood firm behind 
the Government and that the Government 
was to go on to victory over the hated 
English.

They should make _ their 
voices heard. He was told by an English- 
man that there was a tendency in England 
to boycott Irish cattle because the Irish 
farmers had defaulted, but that was the 
greatest injustice. Irish farmers had paid 
their annuities twice over. It was only 
justice. that the annuities should be paid, 
but, they also agreed that there should be 
an adjustment, and if the party in power 
thought they should pay, the payments 
should be. negotiated. They were willing 
to pay their annuities, but the agreements 
were made at a time when farming was much 
“more prosperous than it was mow. An ad- 
justment of the annuities should be made 
if they went about it in.the right way; but 


| they went about it im the wrong way. 


Everyone there believed that England 
would make a fair agreement with “this 
country if they went about it in a proper 
way. There was ho statesman in the Go- 
vernment, but there were statesmen in the 
last Government. (Applause.) 


THE FIRST LINE. 


Mr. John Kiersey, Chairman, Count 
Council, also spoke, and agreed with all 
that had heen said. They should restart 
their organisation, It was necessary that 
the farmers should be organised. At the 
I! time they were the first line of de- 
ence, They should have a strong organisa- 
tion to defend their interests. 

Mr. Coughlan, County Council, said that 
they were in an economic crisis, and the 
advice that they got was to grow wheat. 
How could they grow wheat and compete 
with other countries? They should all ‘sup- 
port their organisation. 

Mr. O'Donnell advocated that the labourers 
should be asked to join, as they were a big 
strength at the time of the Land League. 

A Voice— They have their Labour Party, 

Mr. John Greene said that there was no 
use in shilly-shally measures, When a 
deputation went to the Minister the reply 
was that it would be considered. He hoped 
that they would have a strong organisation. 

Mr. T. Flynn also spoke in support of the 
objects of the meeting, and said that they 
should have a branch in every district of the 
county, They should work shoulder to 
shoulder, and if they. stood together they 
would win. -(Applause.) 

Mr. C, J. Curran, County Council, said 
that the present Government was worse for 
the Irish farmer than the. worst form of 
landlordism they ever had. He could not see 
what Mr. de Valera’s policy was. Was it a 
Republic or to remain in the Commonwealth? 

The Chairman said that they could not 
lose the English market, which was the hest 
market they could ever have. 


THE DEMAND. 


A motion was moved that a committee he 
formed to draft a resolution, and this was 
carried.

HE Executive of the Cork Farmers’

posal of Mr. D. L. O'Gorman, County

to cash their perishable produce below the 
cost of production, and the prospect of 
disposing of their autumn stocks of cattle at 
anything approaching economic values are 
very dismal, They are unable to meet their 
creditors or to retain their employés, and 
their depleted cash resources are at the point 
of exhaustion. Unjess a settlement of the 
issues. in dispute between our country and 
Great Britain is brought about immediately 
by arbitration- or negotiation, they will be 
unable to fulfil their obligations to their 
families, to the local authorities or to the 


State. much longer. 


“ We further point out that farmers are 
the only class in the’ Free State who have 
been called upon to make sacrifices in this 
fight’. 

On the suggestion of Mr. T. J. O'Donovan, 
T.D., the motion was amended at the 
sentence beginning ‘‘unless;’’ to read “ That 
we demand an immediate settlement of the 
issues,” ete., and deleting the words ‘* much 
longer.” .
